Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The examiner confirmed that some of the rejections of previous 
office actions were withdrawn to reduce the issues and allow the applicant's response to focuss on those which 
disclosed specific compositions for the epoxy, polyether, polyester and urethane acrylates disclosed. The applicant's 
representative wil be contacting the applicant to discuss possibly including in the method claims steps of measuring or 
determining the coefficient of thermal linear expansion expansion and/or Young's modulus. This might move the 
claims away from the selection of protective layer materials having these properties either for different reasons or by 
happenstance. The data provided in the response of 3/22/05 did not provide sufficient detail regarding the chemical 
composition of the various test materials. The prior art references are mostly Japanese and so perhaps the materials 
used are availible for purchase by the applican and may be tested to provide a direct comparision with the prior art. 
This approach addresses the issue of inherency directly and might serve to show the criticality of the choice of resins 
from within those taught in the prior ar or disclosed by the applicant. The applicant may also choose to obviate the 
anticipation by choosing a resins from outside those exemplified by the prior art and provide a showing commensurate 
in scope with the coverage sought establishing the criticality of the resins choice. The applicant should also be aware 
of the recent rule changes concerning supplemental amendments. . 
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
